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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

Amendment filed 10/16/2006 canceled claims 22-25 and 67. 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-21, 26-52, 60-66 and 68-72 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant discloses a 
flashlight having a battery housing configured to position a plurality of batteries in adjacent first 
and second rows, a rotatable head rotatable about a long axis and includes a pivot contact 
supported by an off-center pivot, and includes a conductive material for providing an supported 
by an off-center pivot, and includes a conductive material for providing an electrical path 
between the adjacent rows of batteries. 

No prior art was found teaching individually, or suggesting in combination, all of the 
features of the applicants' invention, specifically cited pivot contact structure and a rotatable . 
head rotatable about a long axis in combination with the claimed flashlight structure.
